King Of Wheat Kings 
Seager Wheeler, Wheat Grower Ex- 
traordinary, To Take A Trip 
To England 

In recognition of his contributions 
to agriculture in Western Canada, 
Dr. Seager Wheeler, wheat grower 
extraordinary of Rosthern, Saskat- 
chewan, has received a gift trip to 
England through a number of his 
friends and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. 

Famous throughout “the world for 
athe championship wheat that he has 
grown, the story of Seager Wheeler's 
life in Western Canada is one of re- 


ward with a large measure of suc- 
cess. Emigrating to Canada from 
the Isle of Wight in 1885, when but 
a@ boy of sixteen, his achievements in 
producing strains of wheat adapted 
to Western Canada conditions have 
made him one of the Dominion’s out- 
standing settlers. He is the only man 
who had the distinotion of being 
crowned “world wheat king” five 
times, having won the title for cham- 
pionship wheat in 1911, 1914, 1915, 
1916, and 1918.

Television Tests 


Sight By Radio Now Being Developed 
In US. 

Field tests of “real” television, 
looking to the day when sight by 
radio may be as common as sound, 
are to be started in the United 
States as soon as the apparatus can 
be put into operation.
